0. F. Farquhar has been given 
the cottW.'Ct for building the new 
tara'erelsr" reservoir which Is to be 
used in taking care of Harbor City's 
water supply. It will be located on 
the hill southwest of town, and 
when completed will be. connected 
up with the other unltw. Tlu spe­ 
cifications call for a re-enforced 
concrete tank 34 x 120 feet over all, 
ten feet deep and will have a stor- 
ags capacity of approximately 300,- 
000 gallons of water. The tank Is 
to be covered with a shingle roof 
and will be made as sanitary as 
possible. It la estimated that, the 
new reservoir will hold enough wa­ 
ter to supply the town from three 
to f..ur days under most any condi­ 
tion. Mr. Farquhar will put a 
force of men on the job at once and 
the work is to be rushed to coin- 
plqtion as rapidly as possible.—

TEACHERS' SALARIES RAISED

—•—
There was general rejoicing re­ 

cently among the teachers in the 
Los Angeles x public schools follow­ 
ing announcement by the Board of 
Education that therp will be a gen­ 
eral salary Increase in the budget

The increases were 
after several weeks

for 1921-22.
decided upon
of conferences among members of
the board. They will aggregate
$613,850 and the salary schedule
during the coming school year will
total $9,315,125.

Elementary school teachers will 
receive approximately '|30 more each 
month than at presentf^igh school 
principals $40, and vice-principals 
$20. The new salary schedule pro­ 
vides for Increases aach successive 
year. In some cases these will ex­ 
tend over a period of three years 
and in others as long as ten years, 
the maximum salaries to be paid at 
the ends cf these periods.

Teachers In primary and elemen­ 
tary grades will receive $140 a 
month for the first year. There 
will be a gradual increase until 
the tenth year, when they will re­ 
ceive $200 a month. Kindergar­ 
ten teachers' salaries will range 
from $140 for the first yelr to $200 
for the tenth yaar, while directors 
will receive $125 for the first year 
ind $150 the sixth year. Assist­ 
ants will be paid $100 the first 
year and $120 the fifth year.

Principal* In tha primary and 
grammar grades will receive $215

GIVE CHICKS SKIMMED MILK
Considered Datlrable for YoungcUr* 

During First Wok, Accord­ 
ing to SpcciallnU.

Skimmed milk IH considered by spe­ 
cialists of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture very desirable 
fur chicks during the first week. In 
order to Insure tlitit all chicks get 
the inllk it la advisable to dip the 
chick's beak In milk before It gets 
any other food. (This can best be 
iloue when removing chicks from the 
incubator.) Give milk to drink M 
lung a» It in advisable.

IMPROVE LOOK OF MAILBOX

The usual B. F. D. mailbox I* a 
simple affair of tin and wood— 
efficient but ugly.

The 
upper floor is lined with tin to pro­ 
tect the letters from > possibly leaky 
roof. If you decide to try out thin 
blrdhouse-mallbwx, don't be surprised 
if you find the makings of a bird's 
nest In the midst of your mall some 
fine morning.—Popular Science "Month­ 
ly.

COMMUNITY HAS NEW IDEA
Blanket Insurance Practically Cover­ 

ing Whole Town l« Said to Havo 
Had Excollont Roaulta.

All • the workers employed by the 
various Industries located at Kings- 
port. Tenn., have been insured against 
death, sickness and accident under a 
single group policy the New York 
Times records.

In all about two thousand persons 
employed by ten large concerns are 
thus protected and as the population 
of the town of Kingsport is estimated 
at about 10,000, almost evev family 
In the community will receive a fi­ 
nancial benefit In case of accident, 
sickness or death overtaking one of 
Its bread winning members. •

The policy has been In effect for 
ome months. According to officials 

of the insurance company this Is the 
first Instance known where a whole 
community has adopted a standard­ 
ized plan of Insurance. The experi­ 
ment Is attracting the attention of 
nnny other municipalities, especially
•inbllc officials who are Interested In
•ommunlty service.

A prominent community worker has 
mid that the prospective financial 
benefit to be derived by Individuals 
under the policy was of far less Im­ 
portance than the general good which 
has resulted from the quickening of 
the conscience of the whole Klngsport 
community.

6ard*n Cltiea for London.
London is trying to work out it* 

housing crisis by building little garden 
cities about twenty miles outside Its 
limits. These experiments In whole- 
Rale home construction are being car­ 
ried on by the enterprise of private 
capital backed up with the generous 
government subdivision that Is being 
given to all home construction projects.

The profits of the promoting com­ 
pany will be limited to seven per cent 
of the investment, the proceeds over 
and above this amount going back into 
town Improvements.

The Ideal house, so much talked of 
In England, that resulted from the 
Dally Mall competition will be given a 
practical try-out In this new city. The 
name of the place when completed will 
be Welwyn Garden City.—New York 
Po«t.
